Don Mark of Urbandale is pictured here giving his talk on ‘‘Iowa National 
Bank Notes”’ given at the I.N.A. State Show in Waterloo. 







Don Mark - ‘‘Ilowa National Bank Notes’’. Don’s interest in Iowa 
Nationals came from Lowell Owen and John Hickman and started in the 
1960’s. Don states that lowa had 300 towns that had banks that issued 
national bank notes. Also, each county has at least one bank that issued 
notes. His personal goal, of course, is to obtain a note from each of these 
towns, but for the time being settling with a note from each county. 

Some other facts are that 496 banks issued notes which means some 
towns had many banks in them, for example, Sioux City had 9 (nine) banks 
alon. Also 249 banks issued small size notes which means many banks 
didn’t survive the depression. 

Don talked about the Higgins Museum in Okoboji, Iowa that is dedicated 
to lowa National Bank Notes. It needs twelve notes to have a note from 
each town in Iowa. 

Don says there is no formal (right or wrong) way to collect Nationals - a 
collector may collect by towns, counties, states, types or whatever. 

An important fact Don makes is that national collectors can not be 
condition-conscious because when a unique note comes along it may be low 
grade and must be accepted as such. If you want a higher grade note, you 
may wait for a long time and never see it, so the opportunity is more im- 
portant than condition. In conclusion, Don has got quite a goal to complete 
his collection but this year alone has shown rare notes continue to surface. 
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Pictured here is Ralph Allan of Fort

Ralph Allan - ‘‘Ancient Coins’’. Ralph points out that it is important that 
you have a good knowledge of Ancient Coins before you start spending 
money on ancient coins. You get this knowledge from books not just ex- 


perience. 


Ancient Coins are coins that come from the period of 600 B.C. to 800 
A.D. An interesting fact about ancients is that a person can handle these

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coins because they are all circulated, there are no proofs, or B.U. Coins. 
The three common grades Ancients are found in are good, fine and very 
fine. Coins in extremely fine condition are rare. Ralph says that the largest 
collection of ancients is owned by Hunt (who we all remember as the person 
who ran the price of silver to $50/ounce and killed the market). 


Ron Lashmit gives a talk 
about ‘‘Error Coins’’ at the 
I.N.A. State Show held in 
Waterloo, IA. 





Ron Lashmit - ‘‘Error Coins’’. Ron states that there are four basic errors 
found in coins. He uses the PSDD systems, which stands for Planchet 
Error, Striking Error, Die Error or Denominational Error. A planchett 
error is an error in the metal before the coin is struck. A striking error is 
caused from a malfunction in the machinery. A die error can be from 
breakage or a foreign object in the die. A denomination error can be a 
transitional error or a denomination or a wrong planchet. 

Some coins have a combination of these errors - the more the errors the 
rarer the coin is. 

Ron states that a blank planchet is not an error, it just has not been 
struck. Also he says the most valuable error is still at the mint in Denver. (80 
Lincoln cents struck together). Ron finishes by claiming that errors are not 
usually caused by human error but mechanical problems.

Art Kagin - ‘‘ANA’’. J. Henry Riptrop from Chicago, President of the 
ANA was one of the key organizers for the INA. Along with him were 
several others from Chicago. The Ist INA meeting was held in the spring of 
1938 in a town along the Mississippi. It didn’t work out, but later that same 
year a successful one was held in Iowa City. 

From the INA grew the idea for Central States which was created in 1940. 

Art views his role as officer of ANA as one who reflects, or copies other 
people’s (clubs) successful ideas and passes them onto others. This way we

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can make new mistakes instead of making the same old mistakes. 

In quoting Bob Hendershott, he says you’ve got to ask to receive. The 
ANA wants to get a special coin stamped for their centennial in 1991. 

In organizing a club, the fundamental things can’t be forgotten. 
Sometimes committees won’t cooperate and do things. Don’t do it yourself, 
it’s the best way to kill a club. If you ask a person to do one special thing 
usually they’ll do it. It’s when you ask someone to do 3 or 4 things they 
might not get it all done. 

Many people believe membership to the ANA belongs to the local club 
rather than the individual. Membership is $21 for the Ist year and $5 for the 
registration. Most collectors would rather spend that money in coins. 
Members should belong because each month one gets a list of the new 
known counterfeits. That alone would save collectors money. A collector 
can learn something all the time from the articles in the Numistist. People 
are encouraged to do research and write articles. 

Art mentioned that there are more older people who are investors 
becoming collectors than younger people coming in. ANA is trying to think 
of ways to encourage younger people to become interested. 

If given the ‘‘tools’’ people at ANA will do their job, but they must have 
‘*tools’’. You can’t improve your coin club meetings unless you ask for 
tools - video tapes, books, etc. Remind yourself that they are available.

Robert Hendershott - ‘‘How to Negotiate with the Hotel/Motel in 
Getting a Show Site’’. Bob says to be prepared before one goes to negotiate 
with the hotel. The hotel people are usually trained and know what they 
have to sell. Negotiation is of course very important in insuring a profitable 
convention. When one goes to negotiate know the amount of space, the 
number of people, the number of back up tables the show will require. One 
should meet with the head people of the organization. It is important that 
there is a written contract because a manager could be transferred and since 
plans are so far in advance one wants no last minute problems to arise. 

Remember that hotel people will not give the bottom figure the first time, 
they expect you to negotiate for a better price. So, don’t lay all your cards 
on the table at once. Hold back some information. In summary - 
Preparation is very important when negotiating for the convention site. 


Owen McKee - ‘U.S. Coins’’. Owen, who has been a full time coin dealer 
the last five years, gave a thorough 200 year history of the U.S. Coins. He 
says the 1792 4 dime was the first U.S. Coin to be issued. The 20° piece was
